Late in that historic year of 1929 A.D., there burst on an unsus- 
pecting school swarms of very small awe-struck boys and girls. Two 
months later came that well remembered crash, but that’s another story. 
The Sophomores immediately began to notice that although they tried 
to squelch us, we were on the alert and participated in everything. When 
the middle of January rolled around, Mr. Bryan was already disposing of 
weekly delegations of Freshmen who were continually petitioning him 
for his permission to organize the class. Mr. Bryan craftily out-talked 
and out-manoeuvered us until May, when the class finally met. The fol- 
lowing officers were elected: Paul Sudnikovich, President; Felix Nakielny, 
Vice President; and Jane Morgan, Secretary and Treasurer. 


In September we gleefully returned to the grind. We were all puffed 
up about being Sophomores. The class started right in on its work for 
that traditional dash to Washington. Though we were held down by the 
Juniors and Seniors we managed to squeeze in a successful cake sale. 
Later in the year the Juniors gave a “‘Miniature Golf Nite’. Entranced 
with the idea we came right back with a “golf nite’ indoors with steam 
heat. So at the end of the Sophomore year we had an enviable reputation 
for participating in all the school activities. 


As soon as we returned in our Junior year we elected Alfred Switzer, 
President; Dorothy Warden, Vice President; and Geraldine Armstrong, 
Secretary and Treasurer. Early in 1932 we started off with a magazine 
campaign which was highly successful. Washington was shining brightly 
ahead as our goal, when there came a crushing blow. We were not to go! 
For days Juniors walked around with faces as long as yard sticks. The 
pain grew less and we eventually got started on the junior play. After 
three weeks of rehearsing with Miss Paluso as coach, “The Full House” 
was presented to an expectant world. “Class of ’33 weather’ prevailed 
for it poured all that evening. Though the play was not much of a fin- 
ancial success, it made a hit dramatically. At the close of the term we 
gave the departing Seniors a farewell party. We did that up brown! At 
the Senior Class Day exercises we were presented with the key of know- 
edge along with parting hints and observations, which were ably re- 
sponded to by “Ivan” Kozak. 
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July followed June, August followed July and finally September 
rolled around. At last we were lordly Seniors and could now be properly 
disdainful of the lower classmen. Solid, Chem, Shorthand and History 
were the torturous contrivances which tripped us up, but we settled down 
to work to raise the old average. Then we had class elections. The re- 
sults were: John Kozak, President; Walter Borak, Vice President; and 
Betty Appleby, Secretary. 


The depression threw a monkey wrench into our magazine campaign. 
However with all the drawbacks the ledger still showed a profit. Our 
next activity, the Senior Hallowe’en Party, was held at the Campbell 
School and was a huge success. Encouraged by this very good response, 
a Valentine Dance was also held at the Campbell School and proved just 
as successful and popular. In the middle of March the senior play was 
selected. Try-outs and practice started almost immediately. We de- 
cided to give something unusual and so a good, spooky hair-raiser, “The 
Call of the Banshee”, was picked. This, our last play, is to be given in 
the High School Auditorium. With a dance which will be given in May, 
all our activities except for graduation will be finished. 


In a short time the career of the: class of 1933 in S. R. H. S. will be 
over and our years of study, work, play and sport will be finished for- 
ever. We have enjoyed our years in S. R. H. S. as perhaps we shall never 
enjoy years again, and we will keep them always fresh in our memories.

South River was represented on the basketball court this past season 
by an entirely inexperienced team, since graduation last June took its 
toll of all our letter men. Using the members of last vear’s Junior Varsity, 
Coach Fitzpatrick produced remarkable results by molding a fighting quin- 
tet out of the material he had on hand. 


The opening game against the School for Deaf was one of the fastest 
and closest games played during the season. Our opponents were finally 
subdued by a 25-23 score. The Carteret tussle was a repetition of the 
first game inasmuch as two extra periods were necessary to defeat our 
rivals. 


Beginning with our first defeat, administered by Red Bank, South 
River played in and out basketball. Against the towering New Brunswick 
five our boys pulled a surprise by leading the highly favored Zebras at 
half time, only to lose out in the final periods. Towards the end of the 
season, the Maroon and Gray regained flashes of its real form by sweep- 
ing through Woodbridge and Dover and upsetting the over confident St. 
Peter’s tossers 21-11. 


In the first round of the state tournament Red Bank, which had de- 
feated us twice during the regular season, eliminated our team 28-27 after 
four hotly contested regular periods and an extra session. The season was 
closed with a three point defeat by Metuchen High, a team which was 
one of the best in its class. 


Much credit must be given to the coach and players for the pep and 
“do or die” spirit displayed during each game. Since only two members 
of the 1933 squad are to be lost by graduation, prospects for next year’s 
combine are unusually bright.

The baseball team of 1932 enjoyed the best season a South River 
High team ever had in that sport. Out of a total of thirteen games 
played, nine victories and only four defeats were recorded. Although 
there may have been teams which turned in better records, no other team 
on. the basis of the strength of the opposition has ever had a more suc- 
cessful season. 


When Coach Fitzpatrick issued the first call for candidates, he was 
faced with the problem of developing a practically new team. Only three 
veterans remained from the previous year’s crack team. The rest of the 
team was made up of comparatively new and inexperienced men. 


Our first game was played with St. Peter’s and it was a hard fought 
battle going into extra innings. In the tenth inning a determined Maroon 
and Gray rally, which netted three runs, decided the issue. In the next 
game South River beat a surprisingly strong Matawan team 7-6. Then 
South River went into a slump losing three games in succession. Phillips- 
burg, Peddie and Red Bank were the teams which mastered us during 
this period. The next seven games resulted in well earned victories for 
a team which played heads-up baseball. Victories were registered over 
Bound Brook, New Brunswick, St. Peter’s, St. Mary’s, Red Bank, Keyport 
and Asbury Park. In the final game of the season an overconfident South 
River team received a 6-3 lacing at the hands of a greatly improved New 
Brunswick High School team. 


When sectional titles were awarded, South River received the rank- 
ing of being the third best team in Central Jersey. South River also placed 
two men on the various mythical All-State teams. Pete Sivess, our star 
pitcher, was picked on the pitching staff of the mythical All-State High 
and Prep School team. John Opaleski, our star catcher, was picked on 
the third All-State class ‘‘A” team. 


These honors climaxed a highly successful season for a team which 
brought great honor to the school, and whose sportsmanship was never 
questioned in any game.
